The assassination of Calinescu—known as Rumania's 


"strong man" for his suppression of the outlawed- pro- 
Nazi Iron Guard organization—was attributed to con- 
flicting national interests arising from the European war. 


It-came as German and Russian troops approached 


the Rumanian frontier in their occupation of Poland. Ru- 
mania got one-seventh of her territory from Russia in 
the World war settlement. 


Calinescu was machine gunned in his automobile by 


masked men. Other masked men seized the Bucharest 
radio station but were subsequently arrested. 


Late today a communique read over the station form- 


ally accused the slayers of boing members of the pro 
Nazi Iron Guard. 


"This afternoon, Premier Calinescu was murdered in 


a cowardly manner near his home," the communique 
said. "The murderers, who are members of the former 
Iron Guard, have been arrested." 


It said a new premier already had been chosen but 


failed to give his name. He was to be sworn in late in 
the afternon. after which a meeting of the new cabinet 
would be held.

under his proclamation of a limited 
state of national emergency. 
Tried to Avert War 
Mr. Roosevelt said the executive 
branch of the government had done 
its utmost, within a traditional pol- 
icy of non-Involvement, "to aid In 
•verting the present appalling war." 
'•Having thus striven and failed,' 
he said, ''this government must lose 
no time or effort to keep the nation 
from being drawn Into the war." 
Here he predicted success "in 
these efforts,' 
Before closing, the president ex- 
pres,sed his desire to bo able to "of- 
fer the hope that the shadow over 
the world might swiftly pass." But 
he said : 
"I cannot. The facts compel my 
stating, with candor, that darker 
periods may lie ahead." 
Mr. Roosevelt aald the disaster 
abroad was not of American mak- 
ing, but that "we find ourselves 
affected to the core, our currents 
of commerce are changing, our 
minds are filled with new problems, 
our position in world affairs hag 
already been altered." 
A moment later he asserted: 
Clladol of Civilization 
"Fate seems now to compel us to 
assume the task of helping to main- 
tain In the western world a citadel 
wherein that civilization may be 
kept alive. The peace, the Integrity 
and the safety of the Americas — 
these must be kept firm and se- 
rene." 
Thus the president, for some of 
his audience, gave reassurances the 
United States would stand firmly 
behind the Monroe Doctrine. 
His message also gave his back- 
Ing to the neutrality proposals 
transmitted to congress at its last 
session by Secretary Hull. 


Before Mr. Roosevelt drove to the 
capltol to address the congress call- 
ed together only seven weeks after 
adjourning the regular session, 17 
senators opposed to repeal of the 
arms embargo met to plan their 
strategy of opposition to revision of 
the neutrality act.

Congressmen were rushing back 
to Washington to be in their seats 
for the opening of the senate and 
house at 11 a. m.

In a speech of an hour and 14 minutes, one of his 


best oratorical efforts, the German fuehrer dwelt at 
length on what he called his efforts "to bring about 
friendly relations" with Britain and France. 


He spoke in the medieval Artushof as the climax of 


his first visit to Danzig since he gathered the former 
free city into the reich and of a frenzied welcome by 
the populace. 
Hitler declared Germany and Russia, Europe's "two 


greatest nations, instead of being troublemakers, are 
going to organize peace in the East." 
"In the West and South," he asserted, "Germany 


made important concessions hoping to bring about def- 
inite peace in Europe."

he shouted. 
Hitler said Soviet Russia concurred in his promise 


that the Poland of the post-Versailles days would not

Philadelphia, a violin maker 
who comes from a line of

made a bow of stainless 
steel which is said to be 
lighter than the usual horse- 
hair bow and better in oth- 
er ways. He has been ex- 
perimenting for ten years 
along this line, trying var- 
ious metals and alloys. SiV 
ver, 
aluminum, 
ordinary 


steel, and other metals all 
failed to meet requirements. 


Recently Mr. Primavera 


procured fine wires of a 
special stainless steel alloy. 
There are 150 steel hairs 
in each-bow instead of the 
used 110 horse-tail hairs. 
The steel hairs are uniform 
in their microscopic rough- 
ness, which makes them 
superior 
to 
the 
natural 


hairs. 


A finer new rosin has 


been perfected for these 
bows, which adds to their 
success. 


The new bow is a pro- 


duct of the machine ago. 
Stradivarius had no such 
steel alloy to work with. 
But it is not wholly a ma- 
chine product. The know- 
ledge and skill of scientists 
and musicians and violin- 
makers have all been com- 
bined in this creation. The 
machine has aided, not sup- 
planted, art.

Prior to trading in

markets today all but two of 16 
important food items were lower 
than the war boom peaks. Two 
items, 
potatoes 
and

pork 
loins, were lower. Grain 


prices have declined 5 to 10 per 
cent; potatoes 20 per cent; eggs 5 
per cent; livestock 4 to 12 per cent; 
wholesale meats 4 to 33 per cent; 
sugar 25 per cent and coffee 5 per 
cent. 


However, net gains from August 


31 to date amount to 19 to 39 per 
cent in grains; eggs 12 per cent;

guardlsts planned to assassinate 
Calinescu and King 
Carol with 
hand grenades at a race track. 


Callnescu was minister of in- 
terior In charge of police on Nov. 
30, 1938, when Corneliu Zelea Co- 
dreanu, iron guard leader and so- 
called "little Hitler" of Rumania, 
was shot-dead by guards "while 
attempting to escape" 
during a 


transfer from one prison to an- 
other, 
according 
to the official 
version. 


Besides Codreanu, his fourteen 


chief aides also wore shot. 
At 


that time there were reports Iron 
guardists had taken an oath to 
assassinate Calinescu in revenge. 


Despite the frequent reported 


discovery of such 
plots 
against 


him, the premier steadfastly re- 
fused to have a bodyguard. 


It was said Calinescu told King 
Carol when the monarch begged 
him to employ guards: 


"No man can escape his fate." 
(In Budapest Rumanian legation 


sources reported there had been 
constant agitation throughout Ru- 
mania 
by 
iron guard members 


since the start of Germany's in- 
vasion of Poland. They said the 
news had. been suppressed by the 
Bucharest government lest It lead 
to "complications" during the In- 
ternational crisis. 
Complications Explained. 


They exp}ained the "complica- 


tions" by pointing to 
assertions 


frequently made by Calinescu In 
the past that Nazi authorities In 
Berlin were supporting the Iron 
guard directly. 


The radio broke Into a musical 


program to broadcast 
the brief 


announcement. 


Rumanian police on several oth- 


er occasions had reported discov- 
ery of iron guard plots against the 
premier as well as against King 
Carol. 


Caltnescu became head of the 


government 
March 
7, 1939, suo 


ceedlng the late Dr. Miron Cris- 
tea, patriarch of the Rumanian 
church, who had created a na- 
tional government. 


On June 
17 police announced 
that Iron guardists had planned 
to assassinate Calinescu as well 
as the King with hand grenades 
at a race track. 


That plot was said to have been 


organized to avenge the death of 
Corneliu 
Zelea 
Codreanu, Iron 


guard leader who was killed In a 
reported attempt to escape prison 
on Nov, 30. 


A small man with a big black 


monocle over a sightless left eye, 
Callnescu had been one of King 
Carol's mainstays In effecting gov- 
ernmental changes under which 
the King became a virtual dicta- 
tor. 


Callnescu 
was 
comparatively 
young for the premiership—46. He 
was educated In France. His first 
job was a minor judgeshlp. Then 
he was attorney for the Peasant 
party and later became prominent 
in parliament. His first govern- 
ment post was minister of educa- 
tion. 


He became minister of the In- 


terior under the antl-semltlo Oc- 
tavlan Goga Deo. 28, 1937, and 
kept the position under Crlstea, 
later taking the additional post of 
war minister and vice-premier. 


He lost the sight of 
one eye 


when he w^s 4 years old. A nurse 
mistook acid for eyewash.

MUNKACS, Hungary, Sept. 21.— 


(/P)—Soviet Russian troops were re- 
ported only 15 miles from the Hun- 
garian border today in their sweep 
across eastern Poland, moving for- 
ward without Interruption on the 
heels of thousands of Polish sol- 
diers and civilians. 
The miserable human flood pre- 
ceding the Red army continued to 
pour into Hungary, seeking sanc- 
tuary in the Carpathian mountains. 
It was estimated more than 30,000 
Poles had reached Hungarian soil 
—and still they came. 
Traveling over 50 miles of muddy 
and 
rain-puddled highways 
and 
roads branching through to three 
mountain passes, I witnessed the 
Immigration. Hungary was the only 
southern refuge left, now that Rus- 
sian troops have blockaded the Ru- 
manian border, 
I saw small children, some half- 
naked and all of them hungry. 
Some of them, separated from their 
Sarents, had been taken in hand 
y 
Hungarian 
peasant 
women. 


Grown men wept at the sight of 
these youngsters trooping along in 
the mud. 
I saw blood-spattered trains, bul- 
let-torn automobiles, and damaged 
military trucks — Polish military 
mementoes. 
I saw women whose faces were 


white with fatigue. 
Three weeks ago in Warsaw I 
saw the Polish army gathering in 
confident readiness to fight. Yes- 
terday, after a 1,500-mile round- 
about journey from the Polish cap- 
ital, I saw a part, of that same 
army In bedraggled retreat into a 
neutral country. 
Many of the Polish troops I saw 
had not experienced actual con- 
flict. Others had and their faces 
tightened when they spoke of it. 
A shrug and: "What could we do 
against so many airplanes, tanks 
and armored cars with only ma- 
chine-guns?" 
And seared in one officer's mem- 
ory: "I saw hundreds of Polish sol- 
diers killed - - - hundreds I toll 
you - - - trying to fight tanks and 
armored cars - - - trying to fight 
them with nothing but our bare 
hands."
